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WISCONSIN NEEDS A LEGISLATIVE 


VACATION 


It is a, strange but significant fact "u-heii 


the govei-nor of tie state of "\Visconsin, 
feels required to send to the legislature a 
message of something like three thousand 
words to justify his opposition to abolish- 
ment of the national guard. 
The vote of 


the assembly to do away with the guard 
has been heralded from one end of the 
country to the other, and probably has 
done as much to injure this state in the 
regard of the nation as a whole as any- 
thing that has happened in its history, 
not including even the humiliating inci- 
dents it suffered rn its relation to the 
"Vforld war. Although the guard will not 
be abolished the spirit exhibited by the 
lower house of the legislature has heavily 
damaged "Wisconsin, because it is inter- 
'pretcd outside the state as reflecting the 
attitude and policies of the people of "Wis- 
consin. 


Governor Elaine is of course to be com- 


mended for the stand he has taken to pre- 
serve the national guard, and it is to be 
hoped" that his references • to economics 
that may be attempted in expenditures for 
its maintenance do not go so far as to 
contemplate a reduction in the guard it- 
self or in its equipment, facilities and 
training. 
Governor Blame must realize 


by this time that he has a legislature on 
his hands that is outdoing itself in radi- 
calism. It is more than he bargained for 
when be went into the campaign last fall. 
3f one-half of the unhealthy legislation 
offered in the assembly were passed, it 
would take [Wisconsin fifty years to get 
over its effects. Already the assembly at 
least is advertising it as a disloyal state, a 
state which does not want to perform its 
obligation with the other states to provide 
for the common defense, a state where 
successful business is held to be criminal 
find where profitable enterprise is com- 
pelled to run the gantlet of pitchforks 
and knives. 


The action of the assembly on the bill 


to abolish the national guard and the gov- 
ernor's message on the subject are a 
frank and expressive commentary on the 
character of the legislature that is to cn- 
jic.t. laws during the present session. They 
show what we may expect in taxation and 
regulation, and in the ever-increasing 
burden of laws that restrict the individual 
and business, and that provide soft berths 
for politicians with ever-mounting costs 
To the taxpayers. The sanest and best 
thing that could happen to Wisconsin 
would be an entire suspension of legisla- 
tive session for the next six years. "What 
the state needs is a respite from the flood 
of legislation that is poured out on the

THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY IN 


' 
WISCONSIN 


Tinder the bill approved in the house 


"by a vote of fifty-two to thirty-eight, the 
legislature proposes to make the eight- 
•hour-day 
compulsory 
in 
Wisconsin 


in all mills, factories and manufacturing 
establishments. 
So far as the principle is 


concerned, it is sound. 
The eight-hour 


day is a recognized American industrial 
fact. The nation approves the limitation 
to thi« number of; hours as constituting a 
working day. It is disputed principally 
by those manufacturers and those indus- 
tries which have delayed adjustment to 
the new order, either through deliberate 
resistance or through a conviction that 
thoir'particular business was-surrounded 
by certain economic conditions that did 


''not admit of the change being readily 


made. 
The preservation of the twelve- 


hour day in some lines of steel manufac- 
ture is due to a mixture of both view- 
points. 


Since the eight-hour clay is accepted as 


the American standard, the »sooncr we 
come to it in fact as well as in theory the 
better it will be for all industries, partic- 
ularly those which arc intensely competi- 
tive. AVerc.it not for the fact that Wiscon- 
sin manufacturers face unusual burdens in 
increased txation and in other measures 
before the legislature that threaten to 
place them on an unequal basis with man- 
ufacturers of other states with whom they 
are in competition, there would be less 
of argument on their-part against the le- 
gal establishment of an eight-hour day. 
Whether all of the industries in the state^ 
can submit immediately to the burdens 
that this whole program will lay upon 
them is a question. 


We should have no sympathy with 


manufacturers who resist the eight-hour 
day merely "because they do not believe 
in it. 
Doubtless much of the opposition 


will be of this character. If there is a 
record of any large industry in tlys coun- 
try which had to cease operations and go 
out of business because of the eight-hour 
day. 
we have yet to learn of it. 
On-the 


contrary it is our opinion 'that the eight- 
hour day. under efficient management, ac- 
tually lowers the cost of production. AVe 
believe this is the universal experience 
wherever it has been put into effect, and 
we arc convincd that it will be so wher- 
ever it is applied in the future. 
How- 


ever, a change of this kind is generally 
expensivc in the beginning and until ad- 
justments are systematized and the rear- 
rangement is irr smooth working order.- 


The-farnicr. who is equally represented 


in the legislature with labor, is necessari- 
ly a party to the establishment of the pro- 
posed eight-hour day. We wonder if he 
has considered what the effect would be 
of 
the 
sudden institution of the eight- 


hour day on the farm, especially if other 
states placed no restriction on farm labor. 
Logically, the eight-hour clay must in the 
end be extended to the farm, provided 
the farm-labor combination is to continue. 
Economically, they cannot separate their 
interests with an eight-hour day for man- 
ufacturers and a ten. twelve and fourteen 
hour day for farming. 


ORGANIZING FOR THE LAKES 
The meeting at Manitowoc to form a 


permanent organization of port cities on 
Lake Michigan and Lake Superior to 
conserve and promote commerce on the 
Great lakes, to solve shipping problems, 
to advance the St. Lawrence seaway and 
particularly at this time to oppose the 
lowering of lake levels in the interest of 
navigation, is of the greatest importance. 
It is to be hoped that the commercial and 
shipping interests of Wisconsin will give 
this organization their united and whole- 
hearted support, because if it is success- 
ful in its efforts it will contribute greatly 
to the prosperity and welfare of the 
state. 


It is only through organization that 


many of the things that are vital to com- 
merce and navigation in the Great lakes 
district can be conserved. Hostile forces 
are continually at work to restrict navi- 
gation and to keep water transportation 
down to the minimum. Other forces are 
at work, as in Chicago, which are seek- 
ing to impair navigation on the lakes in 
a selfish desire to save that, city the legiti- 
mate expense of providing for disposition 
of its sewage. These forces in the aggre- 
gate arc powerfully entrenched, and they 
have the advantage that the things they 
stand for arc more in accord with present 
conditions. 
AVhat the shipping and com- 


mercial interests of the Great lakes de- 
mand and must secure represents change 
and improvement. 
It also represents vi- 


tal alterations of national and local poli- 
cies. 
. The outstanding thing is that the utili- 
zation of the Great lakes to 'the fullest 
extent for navigation arfd for the trans- 
portation of commodities is of greater 
public value than all of the elements 
which would prevent or restrict their 
utilization. If. for instance, the city of 
Chicago is permitted to lower the lake 
levels through its drainage canal to a sub- 
stantial degree, an impairment of lake 
navigation is a.t, once incurred that is fun- 
damental and that may never be repaired. 
This must be prevented. Conditions must 
be brought about, laws enacted and im- 
provements authorized that, will bring the 
Great lakes into such commercial usre as 
their tremendous natural facilities recom- 
, mend. The time has come when this can 
be secured only through effective, persist- 
trnt-and resourccfuljorganization.

CLEAN* SOURCES OP INFECTION 


One may have a nose, throat, stomach or intestine 


swarming with countless numbers of germs, both the 
harmless and the disease-producing kind, yet suffer 
no disease. At least one of every five adults har- 
bors in his nose or throat virulent pneumococci. the 
germs which cause pneumonia, bronchitis and many 
sore throats" and simple coryzas. 
So that when 


we think of infection it is not enough to conceive 
disease germs in the,throat or nose or other cavity 
of the body, for one may harbor disease germs in 
such situations without suffering illness. 
" Infection occurs only when the germs invade the 
tissues by fighting their way through the lining 
of the nose or throat or~other vacity. An individ- 
ual in good health is endowed with more or less 
natural or acquired immunity to infectious disease; 
we commonly say he has "good resistance," the 
cells composing his mucous membranes usually keep 
the pesky germs out. and the movable wandering 
or soldier cells (phagocytec, white corpuscles) of his 
blood devour and digest any germs that do succeed 
in passing the mucous membrane barrier. 


Xot until these defenses are broken or weakened 


through injury or bad hygiene can any disease 
germs gain entrance into the tissues. When that 
happens (not before) tho victim comes down with 
the disease. He is said to be infected. One may 
be a "carrier" of the germs of typhoid fever or 
diphtheria or pneumonia or meningitis without him- 
self being susceptible to the disease; the germs 
he carries may, however, be virulent enough to 
cause an outbreak or epidemic or an occasional case 
of the disease in persons with whom the carrier asso- 
ciates. This is a rather uncomfortable thought; it 
may readily become a haunting obsession in the 
mind of a person with just a little knowledge of 
such things. But modern sanitary experience proves 
that such "carriers" are responsible for outbreaks 
of disease only too often. I should not dwell on this 
at all were it not for the fact that I believe . as 
I shall try to explain shortly, that by the routine 
application of certain simple sanitary precautions 
and rules of cleanliness we may 'insure our safety 
against such sources of infection. 


Infection, then, implies a battle on tho frontier, 


the overwhelming of the defense and the invasion by 
the victorious germs. That is a disaster entirely- 
different from the mere incident of swallowing or 
inhaling germs, which we all do every day. 


A similar distinction must bo made between san- 


itary or surgical cleanliness (doctors call-Jt asepsis, 
not antisepsis) and ordinary cleanliness "as sensed 
by sight or smell. Visible "dirt" may be perfectly 
clean in a surgical or sanitary sense; dust iindor 
the couch has no bearing on surgical or sanitary 
cleanliness. And tilings which the unenlightened 
layman would deem unclean and unsafe surgically, 
such as a rusty nail, may be aseptic; rust is quite 
harmless. 
Persons who aro perhaps exquisitely 


cleanly in the ordinary sense may be and sometimes 
are pernicious spreaders of disease, innocently or ig- 
norantly. A mother has infected her own baby 
with diphtheria through a kiss and the worst may 
not be told as to how many innocent persons have 
contracted syphilis through a kiss. 


The intection of disease is about as. likely to have 


a "clean" source as a "filthy" one.

Agnes Maude Royden, noted London 
preacher, 
a visitor 
in the United 


States. 
She reaches

light of long experience and active 
participation in women's affairs in her 
own country, 


"Your men's attitude toward wom- 


en;" she says, "is the most civilized 
in the 
world. Women 
arc 
treated 


here more as human 
beings, more 


like equals, than anywhere else. 


IT'S ONLY SOCIAL 


"But that is socially. 
"Outside of social relationship, wom- 


en cannot be men's equals. 


"Take, business, politics, religion, 


art. 
The women who equal men in 


these fields always must be in a mi- 
nority, because children have the first 
claim on women; 
Their vital forces 


always will go. as now. into the mak- 
ing, not of art and politics, but of men 
and women." 


This does not mean. Miss Royden 


adds, that 
women 
should 
refrain 


from any part in public affairs. 
In 


fact, she herself has been active in 
the English movement for wider rec- 
ognition of representatives of her sex- 


As for the matter of a double stand- 


ard for the sexes, she says: 


The church stands for a double 


rj, in teaching 
that women 


be chaste and men brave; wom- 


n Submissive and men independent. 


PROFESSION ANI> PRACTICE 
"How 
then, can religious leaders 


criticize the double standard outside 
the church? They cannot, and their 
criticism is without authority so long 
RS they themselves give a. continual 
[object lesson in their belief in wom- 
en's supposed inferiority." 


In urging more freedom in the re- 


lationship between husband and wife. 
Miss Royden concluded: 


"Marriage is permanent and should 


remain so, but the old way in which 
married people used to be shut up in 
just- one another was an awful mis- 
take.

12. Do not 1*1, your subjects clash 


or in other words, glare at each othor. 
For instance, a sporting: print does 
not. look well hung by a Madonna..

ters are better than crudities in oil.

An interesting study of the equip- 


ment of. the new Insurance building 
of the Aid Association for Lutherans 
is the triple bystem of ventilation. 


The basement of the building, in 


which the club rooms 
of the 
local 


branch are located, is continuously 
furnished 
with fresh air which 
is 


automatically forced into the build- 
ing by a system of fans. The fresh 
air introduced is run 
over 
heated 


coils. At the same time another sys 
teni of fans i.s constantly removing 
the foul air and tobacco smoke. 


Ventilation of all toilctf rooms in 


the building is similarly 
obtaiiicd. 


Although ftcsh air enters through the 
usual ducts, the impure air is drawn 
by vacuum produced by a system of 
funs on the roof of the building. 


Another system of ventilators on 


the loot", operated 
by ball 
bearing 


shutters drives heat off the roof in 
the summer and at the same time 
ventilates the seivice closets, of which 
there are two on every floor.
